Koffman, in addressing an 
audience of approximately 200 
persons last week at a forum at 
Porterville college, stated that 
the LADWP is prepared to signa 
contract to this effect. He said 
his department is aware that 
Tulare county is water deficient, 
and that the LADWP will 
probably pa:ticipate in the 
proposed Cross valley canal 


project in order to insure an 
adequate cooling source for the 
generating facility. 

Amount of water required 
will depend largely on whether 
LADWP constructs two plants or 
as many as four at the Frazier 
valley site. Four plants, he said, 
would require 100,000 acre feet 
of water.

VISALIA — Cotton and corn 
growers in Tulare county have 
nearly completed preplant 
irrigation and are concentrating 
on seed bed preparation and 
planting according to Elvin 
Mankins, county agricultural 
commissioner. 

Dry land grain growth is at a 
standstill, said Mankins, as lack 
of moisture begins to take its 
toll. Some dry land growers are 
installing sprinkler systems. 

First cut of alfalfa is 
underway and tomatoes and 
squash are doing well. Navel 
orange harvest continues at 
about the same pace, and 
Valencia harvest for export is 
expected to begin soon. 

Honeybees are being moved 
from almond and plum orchards 
into citrus groves. 

Grass on the lower foothills is 
suffering severely from lack of 
rain, and at this point rangeland 
is in very poor shape.

He added that until 
meteorlogical surveys are 
completed, source of water igs 
not a priority matter of 
consideration. Meteorlogical 
reports on the site will be 
submitted April 9 to the 
department by an independent 
survey team. 

On the question of the 
department paying in lieu taxes 
because LADWP is a tax-exempt 
municipality, Koffman stated 
that this would be “difficult” 
for the DWP to do due to a 
different method of financing 
and tax structure. He added that 
if the department were to join in 
a regional grid with other private 
utility companies, Tulare county 
would benefit monetarily from 
this arrangement. 

He said the: department is 
prepared to absorb the cost of 
any additional’ schools, police 
and fire protection, and other 
services required in the area due 
to an influx of an estimated 
1500 workers required during 
the construction period. 

Emphasizing other positive 
aspects of the proposed project, 
Koffman stated that the work 
force payroll alone would be 
$60 million, and that many of 
the materials used would be 
purchased locally, as well as 
local subcontractors and 
laborers. 

Radioactive emissions from 
the plant, he said, are negligible - 
much less than that of natural 
background radiation absorbed 
by everyone daily. More risk is 
involved in driving the highways 
to a nuclear plant protest 
meeting than in having the plant 
rupture due to earthquake or 
through an accident within the 
structure. 

Chairman John Boudreau of 
the Tulare county nuclear 
advisory board, and board 
member Paul Perkins presented a 
case for Tulare county, stating 
that the risk-benefit level is still 
not well-balanced enough for his 
board, board of supervisors, and 
residents of the county to favor 
the project. 

Perkins said the department’s 
indicated willingness to absorb 
extra costs involved was a sign of 
the beginning of ‘‘good 
communications.” 

Both board members 
emphasized that questions of 
atmospheric inversion layers, 
placement of power lines and 
land condemnation, sharing of 
both water and power, and 
safety in transportation of waste 
materials must be settled before 
county residents will feel they 
are being treated fairly.
